The  occurrence  of  45  cases  of  dysentery  in  Sodbury  Rural 
District  warrants  some  comment.  36  of  them  occurred  as  a  result 
of  a  small  outbreak  during  the  late  Summer  and  early  Autumn 
period,  at  a  local  hospital.  7  of  the  remainder  occurred  amongst 
pupils  living  within  the  Sodbury  Rural  area,  but  attending  a  local 
authority  school  outside  the  Southern  area. 

1964  was  not  an  epidemic  year  for  measles,  and  notifications 
received,  numbered  less  than  half  those  for  last  year.

More  than  55%  of  the  deaths  tabulated  opposite  occurred 
under  the  general  heading  of  vascular  diseases.  (Nos.  16-21).  Of 
those  572  deaths,  nearly  40%  (221)  were  due  to  coronary  throm¬ 
bosis,  and  these  far  outnumber  the  deaths  (179)  due  to  all  forms 
of  cancer.  The  latter  (Nos.  10-  15)  accounts  for  17%  of  the  total 
deaths.  45  were  due  to  lung  cancer,  and  of  these,  35  occurred  in 
men.

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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 


During  the  course  of  the  year  the  mobile  units  carried  out 
several  surveys  at  various  establishments  in  the  area  (such  as 
factories,  institutions,  etc.),  and  some  20  visits  were  made  for 
this  purpose  (covering  just  under  5,000  people).  In  addition, 
units  were  stationed  at  strategic  points  (mainly  in  the  Kingswood, 
Downend  and  Cadbury  Heath  districts),  where  sessions  available 
to  the  general  public  were  held,  and  when  just  over  1500  people 
were  examined.  Apart  from  these  arrangements,  many  South 
Gloucestershire  residents  for  various  reasons,  visit  the  X-ray 
static  unit  in  Bristol.  As  a  result  of  all  this  work,  abnormalities 
were  detected  in  430  people,  including  21  cases  of  active  tuber¬ 
culosis  and  10  cases  of  lung  cancer  (9  in  men). 


B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

This  immunisation  procedure  which  gives  protection  against 
Tuberculosis  is  offered  to  school  children  at  twelve  years  of  age 
(provided  they  are  negative  to  a  skin  test  given  a  few  days 
previously).  The  results  of  this  work  in  the  South  Gloucestershire 
area  are  summarised  below.

Bacteriological  and  chemical  samples  are  taken  at  intervals 
throughout  the  district  from  both  public  and  private  supplies. 
Results  are  shown  in  the  table  which  follows  and  similar 
analyses  of  the  Hawkesbury  Supply  are  given  under  that  heading. 
With  regard  to  mains  supplies,  apart  from  the  normal  treatment 
varying  with  the  source,  no  special  measures  have  been  necessary 
to  combat  any  form  of  contamination. 

No  source  is  likely  to  give  a  plumb  solvent  water. 

Complaints  were  received  from  some  householders  in  the 
Kingswood  and  Warmley  areas  about  the  presence  of  black 
deposits  in  the  water.  Analysis  showed  these  to  consist  of 
manganesee  oxide.  The  company  stated  that  the  deposits  (an  old 
source  of  trouble),  were  due  to  the  disturbance  of  mains  not 
normally  used,  agitating  the  water  and  causing  the  deposits  to 
escape  into  the  public  supply.  Rapid  clearance  by  extensive 
flushing  was  not  always  possible  owing  to  a  water  shortage  during 
the  unusually  dry  summer,  but  nevertheless,  the  interference  to 
supply  was  temporary. 

In  Warmley  Rural  District  during  the  course  of  the  year  mains 
extensions  have  been  completed  in  Golden  Valley,  Newpit  Lane 
and  Mount  Pleasant,  Upton  Cheyney.  This  has  resulted  in  mains 
water  being  made  available  to  approximately  100  additional 
properties.  The  number  of  dwellings  without  a  mains  supply  is 
now  very  small  in  this  district.

HAWKESBURY  WATER  SUPPLY 
(Sodbury  Rural  District) 

The  last  twelve  months  has  been  probably  the  most  difficult 
period  since  the  Council  commenced  supplying  the  Parish  of 
Hawkesbury  from  a  pumping  station  in  Kilcott  Valley,  due  to  a 
severe  shortage  of  water  caused  by  a  drop  in  the  under-ground 
water  levels. 

The  new  pumping  equipment  worked  satisfactorily  until  August 
when  a  sudden  drop,  from  10  ft  to  5  ft.  in  the  well  water  level 
causing  the  pumps  to  suck  in  air  and  reduce  the  pumping  rate# 
of  900  gallons  an  hour  to  a  level  when  insufficient  water  was* 
being  pumped  for  the  needs  of  the  area  supplied.  A  temporary 
system  was  installed  and  water  was  raised  from  the  stream  below 
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the  pumping  station,  the  actual  overflow  from  the  well,  and  put 
back  into  the  well  which  proved  satisfactory  until  the  water  level 
returned  to  a  better  depth.  The  stream  water  was  sampled 
regularly  and  together  with  the  samples  taken  from  the  supply 
were  all  found  satisfactory  although  the  usual  regular  chlorinating 
was  carried  out.  During  this  time  of  drought,  water  restrictions 
had  to  be  imposed  for  short  periods  but  due  to  the  continual 
balancing  of  the  reservoirs  few  properties  were  without  a  supply 
for  long.  The  position  was  further  aggrevated  by  a  burst  on  the 
rising  main  to  Hawkesbury  Reservoir  but  prompt  repairs  restored 
the  supply  within  five  hours. 

Early  in  October  a  complete  check  on  the  whole  mains 
system  was  carried  out  for  underground  leaks  and  as  a  result 
four  major  and  14  minor  ones  were  discovered  which,  when 
repaired  resulted  in  a  saving  of  over  10,000  gallons  a  day.  One 
other  leak  was  found  on  the  mains  but  the  supply  was  only 
interrupted  whilst  repairs  were  carried  out,  and  this  to  only  a 
dozen  houses. 

The  total  amount  of  water  pumped  from  the  well  during  the 
year  amounted  to  22,253,201  gallons  giving  a  daily  average  of 
85,919  gallons.  (This  figure  does  not  include  gallonage  for  the 
period  when  recording  device  was  out  of  operation).

DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE 


SEWERAGE  SCHEMES 
Horton  &  Hawkesbury 

in  September  1964,  a  public  local  enquiry  was  held  into  the 
proposals  for  the  sewering  of  the  Parish  of  Horton  and  Hawkes¬ 
bury,  and  it  is  now  proposed  to  connect  the  system  to  the  existing 
trunk  sewer  at  Hatters  Lane,  Chipping  Sodbury,  thence  to  dis¬ 
charge  into  the  Bristol  drainage  system  which  is  now  linked  up 
by  an  extension  of  the  Frome  Valley  Sewer  from  St.  Peter’s 
Church,  Frampton  Cotterell  to  Yate. 

Including  duplication  of  the  Hatters  Lane  Sewer  (which  will  be 
necessary  in  the  next  five  to  ten  years)  the  total  estimated  cost 
of  the  scheme  is  £182.000. 

North  Road,  Yate 

Drainage  of  the  upper  limits  of  North  Road,  Yate,  has  now 
been  completed  at  an  approximate  final  cost  of  £21,000. 

Yate,  Frampton  Cotterell  Link  Sewer 

This  scheme  to  connect  the  drainage  systems  of  Yate  and 
Chipping  Sodbury  to  the  head  of  the  existing  Frome  Valley  Sewer 
near  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Frampton  Cotterell  at  a  tender  price  of 
£289,489,  has  been  completed  within  the  contract  sum. 

Acton  Turville 

Modification  of  the  scheme  for  Acton  Turville  has  now  been 
agreed  with  the  owners  of  the  existing  Sewerage  Disposal  Works 
at  Badminton,  and  plans  of  the  amended  scheme  have  been 
completed  for  submission  to  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council 
and  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  The  existing 
works  will  be  vested  in  the  Council  under  Section  17  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  preliminary  to  enlargement  as  part  of 
the  scheme  now  formulated. 

Extension  of  Sewer — Swan  Lane,  Winterbourne 

A  minor  scheme  for  the  drainage  of  ten  houses  and  a  private 
boarding  school  at  Swan  Lane,  Winterbourne,  has  been  approved 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £3,800.

Kendleshire — Parish  of  Westerleigh 

The  area  of  Kendleshire  in  the  Westerleigh  Parish  is  situated 
approximately  300  yards  from  the  existing  Frome  Valley  Trunk 
Sewer.  To  serve  the  fourteen  houses  within  this  locality,  a  scheme 
has  been  prepared  providing  for  connection  by  means  of  6"  diam. 
G.V.C.  flexible  jointed  pipes  (with  4"  laterals)  from  the  Railway 
Viaduct  at  Badminton  Road,  Coalpit  Heath.  The  cost  is  estimated 
at  £4,410. 

Westerleigh  Village 

Westerleigh  village  comprises  some  85  buildings,  one  school 
and  the  village  hall.  Sewerage  proposals  to  deal  with  the  area 
requires  the  laying  of  approximately  1,724  yards  of  6"  diam. 
G.V.C.  flexible  jointed  pipes  discharging  to  the  Rodford  Spur  of 
the  Yate,  Frampton  Cotterell  Link  Sewer.  The  contract  price  for 
this  scheme,  which  is  now  in  progress,  was  £29,065. 

Tormarton 

Proposals  for  the  drainage  of  Tormarton  providing  for  the 
laying  of  2,661  lin.  yards  of  (a)  6"  diam.  G.V.C.  flexible  jointed 
pipes  gravitating  to  the  lowest  point  in  the  Marshfield  Road, 
Tormarton,  and  thence  pumped  to  the  Cross  Hands  area  of  Old 
Sodbury,  (b)  125  lin.  yards  of  6"  diam.  pipe  and  244  lin.  yards  of 
4"  diam.  pipe  gravitating  to  a  pumping  station,  and  thence 
pumped  to  Hill  Lane  to  discharge  into  the  Old  Sodbury  Trunk 
Sewer.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  is  £55,000. 

Frenchay  Village 

This  scheme  will  serve  85  existing  houses  and  one  school, 
with  capacity  for  an  additional  65  houses.  The  system  will  drain 
into  the  recently  constructed  Frome  Valley  Trunk  Main  at  four 
points.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  is  £18,000. 

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

The  Rag  Flock  Mills  at  Frenchay  ceased  production  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year,  thus  leaving  two  registered  premises  within 
the  district. 

The  nature  of  these  businesses  is  upholstery. 

FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  bulk  of  the  condemned  food  came  from  wholesale 
premises  at  Yate  where  the  goods  are  surrendered  against  the 
issue  of  appropriate  certificates  and  the  various  items  are  disposed 
of  at  the  Council’s  tip  where  they  are  buried. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  food  premises  has  been 
maintained  throughout  the  district  and  co-operation  with  traders 
was  such  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  take  only  a  few  cases 
of  informal  action  against  them.

One  application  for  Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  received 
bringing  the  total  number  to  55  since  the  introduction  of  the  Act. 
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CARAVAN  SITES 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  a  total  of  nine  multiple 
caravan  sites  in  operation. 

Seven  of  these  (accommodating  2 67  caravans)  were  perm¬ 
anent  residential  sites  and  two  (with  a  total  of  30  caravans) 
were  licenced  for  seasonal  use  only. 

There  are  51  single  sites  in  operation. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  &  DISPOSAL 

Following  the  delivery  of  a  new  11/15  cu.  yd.  refuse  vehicle 
weekly  collections  from  the  Wick  and  Wickwar  parishes  were 
implemented  in  April  1964. 

In  July  1964  a  new  department  known  as  the  Transport  & 
Cleansing  Department  was  formed  to  deal  specifically  with  the 
problems  of  Transport  Maintenance,  Refuse  Collection  and 
Disposal  for  the  area.  In  order  to  improve  vehicle  maintenance  an 
order  was  placed  for  one  18/24  cu.  yd.  collection  vehicle,  delivery 
of  which  is  expected  in  April  1965. 

It  was  agreed  to  carry  out  a  complete  survey  of  all  refuse 
collection  areas  to  increase  efficiency  and  to  absorb  the  rapid 
development  which  is  taking  place  in  Frampton  Cotterell, 
Winterbourne  and  Yate  parishes. 

A  serious  fire  in  the  Salvage  Baling  Shed  in  February  1964 
resulted  in  the  loss  of  considerable  stocks  of  baled  paper  together 
with  extensive  damage  to  the  building  and  baling  machinery. 
Sales  of  waste  paper  recommenced  in  August  1964  and  total 
sales  of  waste  paper  amounted  to  131  tons  during  the  year. 

Refuse  disposal  has  been  concentrated  on  three  sites,  namely 
Hambrook  Brickworks,  Northwoods,  Horton  Hill,  Horton  and 
Doynton  Quarries,  Doynton.  A  new  Loading  Shovel  was  purchased 
in  September  1964  following  the  loss  by  fire  of  the  original  machine. 

Negotiations  have  continued  for  further  sites  it  being 
anticipated  that  Old  Barn  Quarries,  Wickwar  will  be  in  operation 
by  April  1965  to  enable  the  site  at  Horton  Hill  to  be  completed.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

In  1964  at  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research  apparatus  for  the  daily  measurement  of 
sulphur  dioxide  and  smoke  in  the  air  was  installed  in  Kilcott 
Pumping  Station  and  readings  commenced  in  May. 

A  National  Survey  has  been  under  way  for  some  time  but 
generally  only  in  urban  areas  and  in  order  to  fill  any  possible 
spaces  in  the  data  a  series  of  isolated  stations  were  set  up  in 
areas  of  minimum  local  pollution  to  complete  the  overall  picture. 

The  apparatus  is  designed  to  operate  unattended  on  an  8  day 
cycle  by  means  of  a  valve  which  brings  into  operation  a  fresh 
bottle  and  filter  paper  every  24  hours  and  only  a  once  weekly 
visit  is  necessary  to  change  the  exposed  bottles  and  papers. 

This  information  is  forwarded  to  the  Warren  Springs  Labor¬ 
atory,  Stevenage,  but  it  is  still  too  early  to  comment  on  this  data 
in  relation  to  the  general  survey. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 

The  above  Act  came  into  effect  on  1st  August  this  year 
and  contains  sections  dealing  with  various  items  such  as  cleanli¬ 
ness,  overcrowding,  temperature  control,  lighting,  ventilation, 
sanitary  conveniences,  washing  facilities,  drinking  water,  etc.  In 
short,  it  is  an  attempt  to  ensure  good  working  facilities  for  the 
employee. 

During  the  year,  246  applications  for  registration  were 
received,  and  this  resulted  in  92  inspections  being  made.  No 
applications  for  exemption  were  received,  nor  was  it  necessary  to 
institute  legal  proceedings.  Although  much  publicity  was  given 
to  this  Act  prior  to  its  coming  into  operation,  it  is  felt  that 
many  people  have  failed  to  apply  for  registration.  It  will  be  some 
time  before  one  can  assess  the  amount  of  work  involved  therefore, 
but  a  good  start  has  been  made. 

On  the  whole,  in  those  cases  inspected,  quite  good  conditions 
have  been  found  and  employers  have  been  most  co-operative  in 
rectifying  any  matters  brought  to  their  attention.

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DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Sewage  Disposal 

As  stated  in  my  report  for  the  preceding  year,  the  gradual 
“run  down”  of  the  Conham  Sewage  Works  is  in  progress. 

Sewers 

No  progress  has  been  made  in  connection  with  the  provision 
of  main  drainage  in  the  areas  which  at  present  lack  this  facility. 
In  the  North  Common  area,  conditions  have  substantially 
worsened,  and  the  ditches  and  watercourses  are  now  in  an 
extremely  bad  state.  It  is  hoped  that  a  sewerage  scheme  for  this 
area  will  proceed  with  a  minimum  of  delay. 

It  is  regrettable  that  the  contract  for  the  new  trunk  sewer 
has  not  yet  been  placed,  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  on  this 
project  will  start  during  1965. 

During  the  year,  a  number  of  private  sewers  were,  pursuant 
to  Section  17  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  adopted  as  public 
sewers  and  became  vested  in  the  Warmley  Rural  District  Council. 
Six  different  sites  were  involved,  and  the  lengths  were  as 
follows :  — 

15,695  feet  of  6  inch  sewers, 

2,905  feet  of  9  inch  sewers, 

6,115  feet  of  4  inch  sewers. 

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  premises  are  registered  under  the  Act  for  the  use  of 
filling  materials,  and  two  are  also  licensed  for  the  storage  of  rag 
flock.  There  are  no  manufacturing  premises  for  filling  materials 
in  the  area. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  AND  FOOD  AND  DRUGS 

Routine  visits  were  paid  to  food  premises  to  ensure  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  1960.  In  one  instance  legal  proceedings  were  con¬ 
templated,  but  the  contraventions  were  remedied  prior  to  the 
laying  of  information.  In  the  circumstances  it  was  decided  not  to 
proceed  with  the  prosecution. 

FOOD  INSPECTION 
CONDEMNED  FOOD  REGISTER 

During  the  year  659  lbs.  of  cheese  were  condemned  as  being 
unfit  for  human  consumption.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

As  required  by  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  100% 
of  all  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  in  the  district 
have  been  inspected,  but  to  achieve  this  it  was  necessary  to 
appoint  a  full  time  Meat  Inspector.  In  addition,  a  further  Member 
of  the  staff  has  obtained  the  Certificate  in  Meat  Inspection  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Health,  which  further  improves  the  situattion 
with  regard  to  qualified  inspectors. 

Following  representations  to  the  Ministry  by  the  Rural 
District  Councils  Association,  it  is  clear  that  the  highest  standards 
of  inspection,  as  laid  down  internationally,  are  expected.  To 
achieve  this,  it  is  essential  that  Inspectors  be  present  full  time 
during  slaughtering  hours,  and,  in  this  respect,  the  failure  of  the 
Regulations  to  provide  for  control  of  the  hours  of  slaughter  is  a 
serious  omission.

THE  CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT 

ACT,  I960 

During  the  year,  approval  was  given  for  the  establishment  of 
a  site  for  up  to  60  caravans  on  land  at  the  rear  of  Tower  Road 
North,  Warmley.  Constructional  works  have  commenced,  and 
the  amenities  will  include  hardstandings,  drainage  to  the  main 
sewer,  flush  toilet  to  each  caravan,  mains  water  to  each  caravan, 
a  bathroom  and  sink  in  most  caravans,  communal  laundry  and 
ablution  blocks,  car  parking  facilities,  tarmac  roads  and  street 
lighting. 

Conditions  on  the  smaller  licenced  sites  continue  to  improve. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  off-street  collection,  full  details  of  which  were  given  in 
last  year’s  report,  has  continued  to  function  most  satisfactorily. 
Alternative  collections  were  arranged  over  each  statutory  holiday 
period. 

Further  improvements  will  take  place  next  year  when  the 
dustless  collection  system,  using  the  Zoller  method,  is  introduced. 
Stage  one,  involving  approximately  half  of  the  Rural  District,  will 
be  introduced  in  April,  1965,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  remainder 
of  the  area  will  receive  attention  in  the  forseeable  future. 

The  new  system  requires  a  special  type  of  bin,  having  a 
hinged  lid,  and  these  will  be  provided  to  each  property  involved 
by  the  local  authority.  Containers  are  mechanically  loaded  by  a 
special  vehicle,  and  the  whole  operation  is  completely  dustless. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  acquisition  of  tipping  facilities  on  a  small  portion  of 
land  immediately  adjacent  to  Cowhorn  Hill  Tip,  has  provided  a 
few  months  more  tipping  space  at  this  site,  although  during  1964, 
it  was  necessary  to  tip  on  private  land  at  Eitton.  At  the  time  of 
writing,  the  Council  are  endeavouring  to  acquire  land  for  this 
purpose  at  the  Ciaypits,  Tower  Road  North,  Warmley  and 
Keynsham  Road,  Willsbridge. 

The  South  Gloucestershire  Refuse  Disposal  Committee  has 
been  formed,  and  will  have  the  responsibility  of  treating  and 
disposing  of  refuse  from  the  area  of  its  constituent  authorities, 
viz,  Mangotsfield  and  Kingswood  Urban  Districts  and  Warmley 
Rural  District.  A  contract  has  been  placed  with  Messrs.  John 
Thompson  Industrial  Constructions  Limited  for  the  erection  of 
a  plant  at  Carsons  Road,  Siston,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will 
come  into  operation  early  in  1966.  The  pulverisation  plant  is 
designed  to  cater  for  an  ultimate  population  of  90,000. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  disinfestation  service  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained, 
and  the  contract  system  further  extended.  The  following  table 
gives  details  of  the  numbers  of  premises  visited  and  treated.

CLEAN  AIR 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  Proprietors  of  a 
local  slaughterhouse  in  respect  of  an  emission  of  dark  smoke  in 
excess  of  that  permitted  by  law.

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KINGSWOOD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  Conham  Sewerage  Works  serving  the  Kingswood  and 
Warmley  areas  continued  to  be  overloaded.  Over  one  and  a  half 
million  gallons  of  sewage  passed  through  the  works  daily.  The 
works  were  originally  designed  in  the  1930’s  for  a  dry  weather 
flow  of  half  a  million  gallons.  By  arrangements  with  Bristol 
Corporation,  about  half  a  million  gallons  of  crude  sewage  are 
passed  daily  into  the  City  mains  at  Conham.  About  one  million 
gallons  per  day  pass  through  the  works  for  treatment  and 
filtration.  The  solids  are  retained  and  disposed  off  as  sludge.  The 
final  liquid  effluent  is  pumped  into  the  City  main  sewer  to  assist 
the  flow  of  the  crude  sewage  which  does  not  pass  through  the 
works.

When  the  Chittening  Sewage  Works  under  construction  for 
Bristol  Corporation  are  completed,  the  Conham  Works  will  close 
and  all  sewage  will  pass  via  the  City  sewers  for  treatment  at 
Chittening.  This  will  be  by  agreed  financial  arrangements  between 
the  two  authorities. 

The  condition  of  the  main  trunk  sewer  running  along  the 
Avon  Valley,  particularly  the  parts  constructed  of  steel  and 
carried  on  piers,  has  given  cause  for  anxiety  for  some  time.  Not 
only  is  it  overloaded  but  it  is  in  a  poor  state  of  repair  and  con¬ 
stantly  springing  leaks.  A  contract  to  duplicate  this  sewer  has 
been  approved  in  the  sum  of  £1,100,000  and  work  was  due  to 
start  early  in  1965. 

The  completion  of  the  New  Cheltenham  Storm  Overflow 
Scheme  a  year  or  so  ago  has  considerably  improved  the  drainage 
of  the  area  and  no  flooding  has  occurred  since  the  storm  sewer 
was  put  into  use. 


FOOD  INSPECTION 

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 

Food  premises  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  notices 
sent  where  there  was  non-compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  No  prosecutions  were  instituted  but  one  or  two 
cases  where  notices  had  not  been  complied  with  were  under 
review  by  Public  Health  Committee. 
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Kingswood  Urban  District  Council. 

Aberdeen  Typhoid  Outbreak 

One  sequel  of  the  Aberdeen  Typhoid  Outbreak  was  the 
request  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  secure  the  withdrawal 
of  all  suspect  consignments  of  corned  beef  on  sale  in  this  country 
from  countries  in  South  America.  A  considerable  amount  of  work 
was  involved  in  visiting  food  premises  and  withholding  from  sale 
6  lb.  tins  of  corned  beef  originating  from  Argentina  and  Uruguay. 
Within  48  hours,  from  notification  by  the  Ministry,  every  likely 
food  premises  had  been  visited  and  checked. 

It  is  understood  that  corned  beef  held  from  sale  as  a  result 
of  the  enquiries  in  the  summer,  may  now  be  subjected  to  a 
pasteurising  process  which  will  allow  its  being  released  for  human 
consumption. 

Prosecutions 

A  number  of  successful  prosecutions  were  taken  at  the  Staple 
Hill  Magistrates  Court  for  offences  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act. 


A  baker  was  fined  £20  and  10  guineas  costs  for  selling  bread 
which  contained  a  spring  washer. 

A  case  of  a  shopkeeper  who  sold  a  sausage  roll  containing 
a  copper  rivet  was  heard.  The  case  was  proved  and  defendant 
was  fined  £10  with  5  guineas  costs.  Although  the  evidence  pointed 
to  the  fact  that  the  rivet  probably  came  to  the  baker  in  the  meat, 
this  could  not  be  proved,  and,  as  a  result,  the  supplier  was  not 
joined  in  the  proceedings. 

Another  baker  was  prosecuted  for  selling  bread  containing  mice 
droppings.  In  this  case,  two  offences  were  disclosed  on  the  same 
day,  one  as  a  result  of  a  complaint  in  the  office,  and  the  other 
because  of  a  complaint  to  Weights  and  Measures  Department  of 
Gloucestershire  County  Council.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
offences  were  similar,  it  was  agreed  that  the  County  Council 
should  prosecute  in  both  cases,  Kingswood  supplying  the  evidence 
in  relation  to  one  case.  The  defendant  pleaded  guilty  to  the 
offence.  Fines  amounting  to  £40  with  £9.  9.  0.  costs  were  imposed. 

A  company  owning  a  local  provision  business  were  prosecuted 
for  selling  a  mouldy  pie.  The  case  was  proved  ^and  the  Company 
were  fined  £20.

A  new  factory  for  food  production  was  registered  under 
Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955.  The  firm  manu¬ 
factures  sausages,  preserved  foods  and  various  cooked  meats. 
Demand  for  the  products  grew  to  such  an  extent  that  compliance 
with  food  hygiene  standards  became  difficult  and  further  building 
was  necessary.  This  was  in  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Bacteriological  control  of  food  products  is  maintained 
through  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  who  make  tests  at 
frequent  intervals. 

Premises  selling  ice  cream  were  checked  during  the  year  and, 
where  necessary,  registration  of  the  premises  was  affected.  There 
are  few  shops  which  sell  anything  but  pre-packed  ice  cream. 
However,  loose  ice  cream  is  sold  by  traders  in  mobile  vans  and 
this  trade  seems  to  grow.  Traders’  vans  were  inspected  on  the 
road  for  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  and 
where  contraventions  were  discovered,  the  attention  of  the  firms 
concerned  was  drawn  to  them.

Meat  Inspection  Re-inforcement  Arrangements 

There  is  a  reciprocal  arrangement  between  the  Inspectors  of 
Kingswood,  Mangotsfield  and  Warmley  for  assistance  during 
periods  of  absence  for  holidays  and  sickness.  To  secure  this,  the 
Inspectors  are  appointed  as  meat  inspectors  by  each  authority. 

MILK 

The  bulk  of  milk  sold  in  the  district  is  either  pasteurised  or 
sterilised,  only  a  very  small  quantity  of  the  untreated  grade  being 
sold.  Sampling  for  quality  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Food  and  Drugs  Department  and  Bacteriological  control  is  main¬ 
tained  through  the  County  Public  Health  Department.

The  Council  are  near  the  end  of  their  bousing  programme 
involving  the  clearance  of  unfit  dwellings.  There  remained  at  the 
end  of  the  year  81  houses  on  the  housing  survey  list.  The  majority 
of  these  are  in  the  category  of  those  which  can  be  made  fit  if  the 
owners  are  prepared  to  spend  the  necessary  money. 

A  warrant  was  issued  by  the  magistrates  court  for  the 
ejectment  of  the  occupiers  of  a  house  which  was  the  subject  of 
a  demolition  order.  The  Council  had  previously  rehoused  the 
original  tenants.  The  defendant  took  possession  and  refused  to 
leave  when  served  with  the  notice  to  quit  authorised  by  the 
Housing  Act. 

The  Housing  Act,  1964,  which  became  law  in  August,  is 
another  step  forward  in  securing  improvements  to  dwellings.  The 
local  authority  can  now  require  owners  of  tenanted  dwellings  to 
provide  “standard”  amenities  in  the  houses  (bath,  W.C.,  wash 
basin,  hot  water  and  food  store).  The  long-term  effect  of  this  new 
legislation  will  be  to  improve  many  older  dwellings  with  a  life 
of  fifteen  years  or  more. 

During  the  year,  51  grants  totalling  £5,498  were  paid  for 
improvements  to  dwellings. 

CARAVANS  AND  CAMPING  SITES 

The  Council’s  caravan  site  at  Bibstone  continues  to  be  fully 
occupied  and  there  is  a  long  waiting  list  for  standings.  There  are 
further  licensed  sites  for  four  caravans  and  one  caravan  respec¬ 
tively.  Otherwise,  the  only  other  caravans  occupied  in  the  area 
are  those  to  which  the  licensing  provisions  of  the  Caravan  Act 
do  not  apply. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  Collection 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  maintained  throughout  the 
area.  As  and  when  necessary,  the  daily  rounds  are  adjusted  to 
take  in  new  premises  which  are  occupied. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  district’s  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  only  remaining 
tipping  site  in  the  area.  This  is  at  Conham  Meads,  Hanham.  About 
50  per  cent  of  refuse  from  the  Mangotsfield  area  is  also  dealt 
with  each  week  because  Mangotsfield  has  no  tipping  space  left. 
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Kingswood  Urban  District  Council 

Tipping  of  the  first  layer  was  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and,  as  a  result,  the  hazard  of  flooding  (which  last  occurred 
in  November  1963)  has  now  diminished.  It  is  calculated  that  from 
1st  January,  1965  about  15  months  tipping  space  remains. 

Pulverisation 

The  South  Gloucestershire  Refuse  Disposal  Committee  set 
up  by  the  Kingswood,  Mangotsfield  and  Warmley  Councils  was 
formally  instituted  during  the  year  to  build  a  refuse  pulveriser 
at  Carsons  Road,  Mangotsfield.  When  completed,  the  plant  will 
deal  with  refuse  from  the  three  districts.  A  contract  for  the 
erection  of  the  plant  to  cost  approximately  £150,000  was  placed 
with  John  Thompson  &  Company,  and  work  was  due  to  start  in 
January,  1965. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

Rodent  control  has  been  a  part-time  occupation  of  the 
Cleansing  Supervisor  for  some  years  now.  This  means  that  com¬ 
plaints  and  the  necessary  sewer  treatment  can  be  delt  with  by 
working  a  little  overtime,  and  routine  baiting  can  also  be  carried 
out.  The  size  of  the  area  hardly  justifies  one  full  time  man,  but 
it  may  be  that  an  officer  shared  with  one  of  our  neighbours  or 
two  shared  between  Kingswood,  Mangotsfield  and  Warmley  would 
be  more  economic.

NOISE  NUISANCE 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  by  the  inspectors 
in  investigating  allegations  of  noise  nuisance  from  two  major 
industries  in  the  centre  of  Kingswood.  A  petition  and  individual 
complaints  were  received.  Investigations  were  carried  out  during 
the  day  and  night.  On  one  occasion  the  entire  Public  Health 
Committee  toured  the  area  late  at  night.  No  public  health  nuisance 
was  established. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 

This  Act  came  into  force  during  the  year.  Preliminary  work 
on  registration  took  place  between  May  and  August  when  some 
150  premises  were  registered.  It  is  not  considered  that  this 
represents  the  total  number  of  premises  liable  for  registration. 
This  can  only  be  ascertained  by  personal  visit  and  inspection. 
A  small  number  of  inspections  have  been  carried  out  as  a 
preliminary  to  detailed  work. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

The  Council  took  over  the  Shops  Act  administration  from 
the  County  Council  early  in  the  year.  One  or  two  queries  posed 
by  shop-keepers  regarding  hours  of  closing  have  been  dealt  with. 
In  one  case  it  was  found,  on  legal  advice,  that  the  Council  was 
unable  to  prevent  a  shop  from  opening  on  the  early  closing  day, 
since  the  variety  of  food  sold  rendered  the  premises  outside  the 
scope  of  the  Act. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

A  decision  taken  by  Council  several  years  ago  not  to  imple¬ 
ment  any  more  smoke  control  areas  is  still  in  force,  and  from  a 
public  health  point  of  view  is  a  matter  of  regret. 

There  is  very  little  industrial  air  pollution.  Observations  were 
kept  on  factory  chimneys  as  required  and  advice  on  the  efficient 
operation  of  boilers  given  in  one  or  two  instances.  Two  new 
installations  were  given  prior  approval  under  the  Clean  Air  Act. 
One  point  of  interest  was  that  chimney  heights  were  required  to 
be  higher  than  the  architects  and  planners  desired.  This  was  to 
satisfy  requirements  of  the  Clean  Air  Act.  The  “met'’  station  in 
the  Park  is  part  of  the  National  Grid  for  measurement  of  atmos¬ 
pheric  pollution.

Food  FIygiene  Regulations 


There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  visits 
made  to  food  premises  during  1964.  Generally  premises  were 
satisfactory,  but  where  defects  were  found,  these  were  rectified 
by  the  occupiers  on  request,  without  resort  to  statutory  action. 

Aberdeen  Typhoid  Outbreak 

As  a  result  of  the  above  outbreak  it  was  necessary  for  every 
food  shop.  Public  House,  Factory  Canteen,  etc.,  in  the  district  to 
be  visited  several  times,  in  order  to  ensure  the  withdrawal  of 
certain  batches  of  6  lb.  tins  of  corned  beef  (the  source  of  the 
outbreak).

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  Meat  Regulations,  which  came  into  operation  towards 
the  end  of  last  year,  require  a  more  detailed  examination  of  the 
carcase  and  organs  than  hitherto,  and  also  the  compulsory  stamp¬ 
ing  of  those  carcasses  passed  as  fit.  These  requirements  increased 
considerably  the  proportion  of  Public  Health  Inspector’s  time 
spent  in  the  slaughterhouses  and  added  to  the  burden  of  overtime 
which  has  been  with  the  Council  for  many  years. 


The  Council  made  representations  to  the  Ministry  and  raised 
the  problem  with  the  Urban  District  Councils  Association  urging 
that  measures  to  control  the  hours  of  slaughtering  be  introduced. 
For  the  timebeing,  however,  the  only  answer  to  this  problem  would 
appear  to  be  the  establishment  of  a  local  authority  abbattoir 
shared  with  our  immediate  neighbours,  and  where  the  hours  of 
slaughter  can  be  controlled.

HOUSING 

Slum  Clearance 

Three  houses  were  subject  to  Closing  Orders  during  the  year. 
Generally  the  Council’s  Programme  as  a  result  of  the  original 
five  year  survey  is  completed,  save  for  those  properties  in  the 
Redevelopment  Area  of  Staple  Hill. 

With  regard  to  the  latter,  the  Council  has  now  acquired  the 
majority  of  properties  in  this  area,  and  it  is  likely  that  the  first 
phase  of  the  redevelopment  scheme  will  commence  in  1965. 

Overcrowding,  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

One  private  house  was  found  to  be  let  in  lodgings,  the 
circumstances  contravening  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act 
overcrowding  standards.  When  the  owner  was  acquainted  with 
the  facts  he  agreed  to  remedy  the  position  immediately  and  the 
premises  ceased  to  be  used  for  occupation  except  by  the  owner 
and  his  family. 

Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 

The  Council  suspended  the  discretionary  improvement  grants 
scheme  for  12  months  from  1st  April,  1963  to  3 1st  March,  1964. 
It  is  noticeable  that  after  the  scheme  was  resumed  only  8  grants 
were  paid  for  the  remaining  9  months  of  1964. 

Standard  Improvement  Grant 

14  grants  were  approved  during  the  year,  the  total  amount  of 
grant  being  £2,066. 

The  Housing  Act  of  1964  clarified  the  position  so  far  as 
the  administration  of  the  standard  improvement  grant  scheme  is 
concerned  in  that  separate  amounts  for  providing  hot  water  to 
wash  basin,  bath  and  kitchen  sink  were  clearly  laid  down.  The 
Ministry  also  requested  that  Local  Authorities  give  full  publicity 
to  the  provision  contained  in  the  Act  of  1964  whereby  local 
authorities  could  introduce  compulsory  improvement  to  tenanted 
properties.  As  a  result  of  this  a  public  meeting  was  called  in 
November  1964,  but  despite  wide  publicity  the  attendance  was 
very  poor.  Another  public  meeting  was  planned  for  January  1965.

SWIMMING  BATHS 

Frequent  visits  were  made  to  the  baths  throughout  the  year 
and  samples  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  were  taken. 
The  Department  acquired  apparatus  to  test  for  the  presence  of 
chlorine,  thus  avoiding  the  need  to  take  samples  to  the  Bristol 
laboratory. 
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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

With  the  aid  of  a  projector  and  film  strips,  11  talks  on  Health 
Education  topics  were  given  to  various  organisations  on  the 
district.  Great  interest  was  shown,  and  it  would  appear  that  there 
is  a  continuing  demand  for  these  talks  which  embrace  all  aspects 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  work. 

Students  from  several  schools  competing  in  a  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Competition  visited  the  office  to  obtain  information  about 
the  department’s  work. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

During  the  year,  responsibility  for  the  administration  of  the 
Shops  Act,  1950,  was  transferred  to  the  District  Councils  from 
the  County  Council.  This  involved  inspectors  in  many  visits,  both 
during  the  evenings  and  at  week-ends,  in  order  to  check  that 
the  hours  of  closing  and  Sunday  Trading  provisions  were  being 
observed. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 

Certain  provisions  of  this  Act  came  into  operation  during 
1964.  Publicity  was  undertaken  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  but 
it  was  still  found  necessary  to  circularise  most  of  the  premises  in 
the  district  impressing  upon  those  responsible  the  need  to  return 
the  necessary  forms.  By  the  end  of  December,  21  premises  had 
been  visited  under  the  Act,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  work 
will  increase  considerably  in  1965. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Negotiations  continued  with  Kingswood  and  Warmley 
Councils  for  the  introduction  of  a  Joint  Pulverisation  Scheme, 
and  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  John  Thompson  Industrial 
Constructions  Ltd.  It  is  hoped  that  work  will  start  on  site,  early 
in  1965.
